ANALYSIS / ADDITIONAL INFORMATION: Progressive erosion at the outfall of the storm drain system that
discharges at the end of Tillery Street south of Cesar Chavez is causing erosion and unstable slopes. The
erosion is considered a public safety hazard and expedited action is required. The erosion results from
unstable soil at the pipe outfall and at the land surface at the top of the slope above the pipe. The outfall is
at the fringe of the Colorado River floodplain. The storm drain is 66 inch diameter RCP and is within the
Tillery Street right of way with businesses on adjacent sides. The pipe discharges through a steep 30-40 foot
high embankment near the Colorado River. This project will reconstruct the pipe outfall and stabilize the

slope to mitigate the public safety hazard.

Due to the potential for unforeseen subsurface conditions, a 10% contingency has been included to allow for

the expeditious processing of any change orders.

The contract allows 120 calendar days for completion of this project. This project is located within zip code

78702.
